salvage  of  fruit  and  vegetable  containers. 
Container  manufacturers  recently  made  200,000  extra  covers  for  available  hampers 
and  baskets  useless  without  these  covers  in  shipping  long  distances.    TJEA  optioned 
the  four  carloads,  thus  assuring  the  manufacturers  a  sale.     In  each  case,  however, 
the  covers  were  sold  to  used  container  dealers  before  the  option  was  exercised, 
and  without  cost  to  TTEA. 

TEE  FACTOR  chiefly  responsible  for  limited  production  is  a  shortage  of  wood. 
Higher  ceiling  prices  on  wooden  fruit  and  vegetable  containers,  which  became  ef- 
fective March  18,  probably  will  not  increase  new  container  production,  alfhough 
it  is  hoped  the  higher  ceilings  will  prevent  any  further  decline  in  container  ' 
production.
